SecU. 101/5/82.—In exeicise of the powers conferred by 
Sub-sc.tioii (1) or Seciion il read With clauses (g), (h), (i), 
(U, (;ri) and (n) o£ Sub-seclion (2) of Section 37 and Sub¬ 
section (2) ct e-ection 3b and Secuoii 39 of the International 
Aiipo.-t-i r-.u.nOirly /.cl, l9/i l 43 or 19/1), the International 
Airports Authority of India, with tlie approval of the Central 
Government, hereby makes the following regulations, 
namely :—• 

1. Short iitlc and commencement.—(1) The.sc regulations 
may be called the International Airports Authority of India 
(Alanagement ot Airports) Reguiations, 3982. 

(2) These regulations shall come into force on the date 
of iheir pitbiicalion in the official Gazette. 

2. Application and scope.—-They shall apply to the Inter- 
na.iomil Airports of Bon.bay (ounta Cruz), Calcutia (Dum 
Du:n), Ddni (Falara), and Madras (Meciiambakkam) and 
any other aerodromes which may be notified as such under 
clatve (13) of tcc.icn 1 of the Internationa! Airports Autho- 
nty Act, i9/l except that these regulations shall not apply 
to tire Government erirployees and that of Arihorrty when 
engaged on ohicial duties directly connected with aircraft 
operations. .

7. Prohibiting Or restricting Ibc parking .-jr waiting of 
any vehicle nr carriage within the airpoit.s :- -lll No pcson 
shall without the permission of the Gencr.al \fanager of 
.Airport drive Or place a vehicle elsewhere th.in in n pi.ice 
provided for the pa.ssage or accommodation for such vehicles. 
Tic shall be liable in pay charges at such ratc.s a^ pres'rihcd 
bv the Competent .Authority foi' parking of vehicles in ‘■uch 
places. 

(2) No person shall, on paits of the airport to w-h'cli the 
Motor Vehicles Act does not apply, wait, leave or park a 
vehicle in excess of (he permitted time in an area whc'e 
the period of waiting is restricted by notice or order. 

(3) Any vehicle parked in an tinauthoiised p'nce, or in 
excess of the permitted time of ih: paiking, .sh.'itl he liable 
to be removed or caused to be r< moverl and stowed away 
at the cxnen.sc of the owner without liabillv for dam.igc 
thereto arising from o,- out of such removal o'- dowi.gc, 

(4) No person shall park a vchi.-Ie at the airport for the 
purpose of ptving for hire except in an aiilhori.cd cai park- 
approved by the competent aiithoriiy, 

15) No person shall ply a la\i for hire except from an 
authorised stand app-oved for that piirpoi-c .tnj indicated bv 
proper signs. 

The oneralion of the taxis within the airport ai-e'i ‘ball be 
regulated bv a local oi-dcr issued bv the Gencrfi Manacei 
of .Airport from time to lime.

(6) No person shall di,splay on any par' of the .Airport 
any flag, banner, poster, or emblem likely to cause a hreaen 
of peace. 

(7) No person shall enter airport premises, including any 
building or outside area with an animal e.xcejit under a 
pcrniission in writing bv the General Manager of Airport 
layin.g down the conditions of such entry. 

(8) No person sball, witliout the permission of the compe¬ 
tent authority, remove, displace, dama.ge, deface, or alter any 
huildm,g, structure oi other properly vvhelher movable or im¬ 
moveable (including bill or notice boards), formin.g part of 
or provided for or in .ronnec'ion with tbc airport or erect 
or place on any pail of the aiiport any such structure or 
propertv. 

10. Regulating ot restricting adverti.sinp within the airport.— 
(11 No person shall without the permission of th,. competent 
aiithontv post, dislrihnle or display signs, adi ciiiscmenls 
circular op nthcr printed or 'witlcn matter at the airport. 
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(,2) The General Manager ol ihc .\iiport may icniovc or 
cause to bo removed at the cost <'t the party eoneeriicd any 
urinulhoiiscd boards, advertis'jiiieuta, posters, eoimler,, i.i. 
or other sliueLurcs within tlis .lirpori premises. 

11. RctiLiiriiig airy pci’soir to leave the airport or any par¬ 
ticular part of the airport.—Any person actiris m contraven¬ 
tion of these regulations can be asked by the Gcueial Manager 
of Airport to leave the airport ai'ci, 

12. Photography at uiipor'.s.—No person shall tako or cause 
or permit lo be taken at the airpuit any photograph, 
except in accordance with and subi;et to the terms and con¬ 
ditions of a permission in writhru granted by the Director 
General of Civil Aviation under Rule Id of the Indian Air¬ 
craft Rulc.s, 1937. 

13. General Provisions.—(1) The Auihority assumes no lia¬ 
bility whatsoever for damage, which might be sustained bv 
any person or company m consequence of the fact that the 
airport or any part thereof and its facilities cannot at the 
discretion of the authority be made available temporarily 
for use for valid reasons rm due to circumstnncea beyond the 
control of the auihority, 

(2) The Airline companies or their representatives at the 
airports, shall inform the General Manager of airnorl in 
advance of the schedules of airivai and departure times of 
the aircraft calling at the airports. 

(3) The Airline companies cr their reprcscntiilivc.s shall 
provide traffic statistics in respect of their operations in such 
form and at such intervals us may be required by the Gcnctal 
Manager. 

(4> Furniture and fixtures provided in the airport premises 
for the use of passengers and visitors shall be used only for 
the purpose for which they arc intended and shall not t>e 
put to any misuse. 

f5) No person .shall, without the plrmission of the General 
Manager airport sell or distribute niiylhing, olTcr anyibir,.-! 


Jur .sale or hire or make any ollei- of services within inc 
ail porl. 

tO) The users of the airport .shall be liable to pay com- 
pcnsaiioii lo the authority lor any damage or loss which 
may be caused to the property of the authority as a result 
of not following these regulations, orders or instructions issued 
by the competent authority from lime lo time. 

(7) No person shall carry on .any trade or Inisincss at the 
airport without obtaining specific pennission or licence from 
the conipelent authority who sturll have the right to rctiise 
ior reasons to be recorded in writing or grant such permis¬ 
sion and if granting, subject to such terms and conditions, as 
may be determined by ihe competent auihority. 

(8) The General Manager of the airport or any other person 
authorised by the Chairman by special or general order in 
writing in lliis behalf may at all reasonable limes enter any 
place to which access is necessary for the purpose of exercis¬ 
ing the powers or parrying out his duties under these icgii- 
lations. 

(9j Ob.slriiction of aut.'iori.scd persons,—No person shall 
voluntarily obstruct any person acting in the exercise of his 
powers Or in the discharge of his duties under these repu- 
ialions. 

14. Penalties.—-Any person contravening any of the pro¬ 
vision of these regulations shall be punishable with fine which 
may extend to five hundred rupees and in the case of con- 
I inning contravention with an additional fine which may 
exienu to Rs, 2D for everyday during which such contraven- 
lion continues after conviction for the first such contravention.
